Millions Are Waiting For 
Rightful Heirs To Claim 

The recent news of an “unfound will” of the late 
Howard Hughes and the filing by the State of California 
of 11,303 estates of almost $ll-milllons of unclaimed 

money, should make every - 

the possibility of some dis¬ 
tant relatives living in Rus¬ 
sia, and the probability that 
he came to California from 
New York. 

His associates in the air¬ 
craft parts business knew al¬ 
most nothing of his back¬ 
ground, attempts tj positive¬ 
ly identify the relatives 
were unprodu.;tive, and there 
was no confirmation of the 
lime and place of his immi¬ 
gration to the United States. 

Now the balance of his 
estate, after deduction of 
taxes and various expenses, 
has been escheated to the 
State in custody of the Con¬ 
troller under the Unclaimed 
Property l,aw. If valid heirs 
fail to appear during the 
next five years, the estate 
must permanently escheat to 
the State under the law. 

“Mr. Greenher.g’s estate is 
only one of the 56S un¬ 
claimed estates received by 
my office during the first 
three months of 1976,’' Cory 
said. “They were added to 
an accumulation ot 11,.30.3 
estates with a total value of 
,$10,569,923 still subl€‘'U to 
claim. 

“The principal goal of our 
efforts in administering this 
property is to restore it to 
the legal owners. Inquiries 
should be directcfl to State" 
Ccmtroller. Division of luv 
claimed Property, P.O. Box 
1019, Sacramento 03X03.” 

Los Angeles County ac¬ 
counted for 264 of the estates 
received during the first 
three months of 1976. Es¬ 
tates received from Los An¬ 
geles County and valued at 
more than .$1,000 are in¬ 
cluded in the list obtainaitle 
Irom the address above.

$8.3 Billion 
In Property 
Taxes Paid 


Almost <!8.3 billion in 
property taxes wore collect¬ 
ed by local government in 
California during the cur¬ 
rent fiscal yea^". 

George R. Roilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that this total is 
12.4 per cent higher than 
last year’s. Reilly said that 
six mountain coimties regis¬ 
tered decreases, ran g i n g 
from 0.6 per cent in Plumas 
to 7.6 per cent in Trinity, 
while increases ranged from 
3.0 per cent in Mendocino to 
23.7 per cent in Sonoma. 

During this same period, 
Reilly said, assessed values 
determined by the county 
assessors and the State 
Board of Equalization to¬ 
taled a record $73.2 billion, 
up 11.5 per cent from last 
year. However, despite this 
substantial increase in as¬ 
sessed values, Reilly pointed 
out that rev'enue needs grew 
even more rapidly, requiring 
an Increaes in the average 
statewide tax rate of almost 
1 per cent. 

'The Board of Equalization 
notes that the average tax 
rate advanced 9 cents in 
1975 to $11.33 per $100 as¬ 
sessed value. Applying this 
figure to a $30,000 home, 
Reilly said that after claim¬ 
ing the homeowner’s exemp¬ 
tion, the annual property 
tax would be $651.48, on a 
statewide average.

Supervisor Schabarum Lays It On 
The Line About Fifth District Ward

Suprevi.sor Pete Shabraum said Baxter Ward was 
courting financial di.saster with his plan to obligate sales 
tax dollars for a jerry-built tiansportation system. 
Ward's latest adventuri. -- 


ballot measures which would 
impose a ono-c<’nt sales tax 
for constraction of a fixe-d 
rail transit network, woulfi 
cost Los Angeles County 
ta.xpayers untold billions of 
dollars, said Schabarum. 

“And such a system, even 
if built, would not provide 
the transportation service he 
promises and would serve 
only about 10 per cent of 
the population,” he said. 

Schabarum called (he tax 
an inequitable levy that 
would have to be paid by 
everyone for an indetermin¬ 
ate period, not just by the 
few who use the proposed 
system. 

“Mr. Ward credits me with 
‘single-handedly’ defeating a 
similar propositio-n in 1974 
and I thank him for the re¬ 
cognition,” said Schabarum. 

“I'm happy to have played 
a part in saving taxpayers 
from a disastrous mistake 
that would have cost them 
billions upon billions of dol¬ 
lars,” he said. 

Schabarum said that even 
though Ward credited him 
with defeating the measure. 


he felt the result of the 
election more clearly demon¬ 
strated the wisdom of the 
x'oters. 

Schabarum said he also 
accepted Ward's label that 
he was a “lobbyist.” 

“Certainly I’m a lobbyist.” 
said Schabarum, ‘'for the 
people of the First Supervi¬ 
sorial District and for the 
taxpayers of Dis Angeles 
County.” 

He termc'd the taxpayers 
tlie “greatest special interest 
group of all” who- elected 
him to represent their needs 
in County government. 

“I intend to conti n u e 
working for inno v a t i v i" 
changes, to conserve the tax 
dollar when and where pos¬ 
sible and, despite Mr. Ward’s 
irresponsible rhetoric, to im¬ 
plement meaningful pro¬ 
grams that will result m 
more efficient government,” 
said Schabarum. 

“And if that means I am 
a lobbyist,” declared .Scha- 
barum, “(hen I am; a loo- 
byist in the best interest fei' 
my di.strict and the entire 
County.” 


Ward’s bombastic grand- 
standing, said Schabarum. 
creates great smokescrcKjns 
that conceal from the pub¬ 
lic the severe damage his 
proposals could cause. 

“Most recently,” said Sclie- 
barum, “Mr. Ward’s mono¬ 
mania for trains has cost 
the County mon* than .“'2 
million for the purchase and 
refurbishment of eight used 
railroad cars.” 

They now constitute a 
train that is going nowhere, 
said Schabanum, and are 
now sitting idle on a siding 
because no arrangemen t s 
were made to put them to 
use. 

“And now,” .Schabarum 
said “Mr. 'Ward is asking Los 
Angeles County voters to im¬ 
pose a tax against them¬ 
selves for yet another rail 
road adventure that i r 
equally ill-conceived and has 
yet to have a real price tax 
affixed to it.” 

The ta.x woidd obligate 
future generations to pay fet 
Word’s experiment, “'Ward's 
Folly, ’ said Schabaixim. 

“Certainly this area needs 
a meaningful public trans¬ 
portation system, but it must 
be one that will serve the 
entire County and one that

Service, Inc. for the future 


Baxter Ward Speaks To 
Schabarum’s Objections 


Baxter Ward issued ttie 
following statement: 

“A few months ago Pete 
Schabarum was trying to 
raise the bus fare from 
Pomona to 75 cents, while 
the rest of us on the Board 
of Supervisors wer trying to 
keep Pomona within the 35 
cent fare. The rest of us 
won, but for awhile it was 
touch-and-go for the resi¬ 
dents of Pomona. 

“That single defeat does 
not mean that Supervisor 
Scharum is not a highly suc¬ 
cessful opponent of transit, 
however. For example, in 
196<S he was among (lie 
speakers who defeated an 8.'^- 
rnile transit proposal on tnc 
ballot for that year. 

“In 1974 Supervisor Schc- 
barum is credited with al¬ 
most single - handedly de¬ 
feating Proposition A (No¬ 
vember ballot) by a heavy 
vote in the .San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley, and thus the proposition 
went down in defeat County¬ 
wide. Therefore, I have th-" 
deepest respect for Mr. Scha- 
bar’tm’s ability to adversely 
affect the transit election. 
Ho has )>oen successful twice, 
and his resignation from the 
RTD will give him more 
time than ever to make it 
three-in-a-row. If he beats 
transit a third time, he prob¬ 
ably will have put it off for 
at least a decade. 

“Pete publicly likes to cal) 
himself a bus man, but ac¬ 
tually he is an oil man. 

“His relationship to the 
oil industry is traceable 
back to his days in the State 
Assembly. As a legislaor in 
the early 1970, he introduced 
lead-in-gasoline bill that 
gained considerable praise 
and public support. Later it 
was disclosed that his bill 
simply favored one faction 
of refineries as opposed to 
another. 

“When the Co-unty of Los 
Angeles developed Its energy 
commission at the height of 
the oil crisis In early 1974, 
Supervisor Schabarum de¬ 


manded that the oil industry 
be fully represented, and 
named Union Oil Presideni 
Fred Hartley and Union Oil 
Vico President John Hoi)kins 
as his representatives. 

“In every instance in which 
the use of ix'lrolcum was 
threatenoti by a propos'"?! 
County program involving 
(arnsit. Supervisor Schaba¬ 
num always has voted no. 

“He voted in 1974 against 
the 25 cent bus program, 
and the grid system. He 
managi'd to hold out against 
improved bus service in the 
San Gabriel Valley f o i 
nearly a year, until his con¬ 
stituents demanded improve¬ 
ments in service. 

“When thus finally force<i 
to be o f assistance, he 
blamed his fellow supervi¬ 
sors for denying him funds. 

“In 1974 I propost'd the 
Board allocate $1.7 million 
as seed money for a People 
Mover or Personal Rapitl 
Transit project, preferably in 
the downtown area.

County auspices. The pur¬ 
pose of this demonstration 
was to .see if people actually 
would ride such trains to and 
from work, and to give to 
the public some insight as to 
the potential success of any 
transit proposal on some fu¬ 
ture ballot. 

“In voting against this 
rail project (the County 
Train) ^habarum ignored 
the Tieeds of the residents 
of his own district. To ex¬ 
cuse his actions, Schabarum 
state publicly the train 
would not stop in Los An¬ 
geles County. The fact is he 
has known the train was 
scheduled for stops in both 
Pico Rivera and La Mirada. 
His own office had been in¬ 
vited to join with mine in 
making arrangements for 
stations in those two cities 
-— but he refused. 

“Residents in those two 
cities, Pico Rivera and La 
Mirada, were anxious to 
ride the County Train, but 
Supervisor Schabarum turn¬ 
ed them aside even though 
the stops in those two cities 
were within his own district. 

“These are serious illus¬ 
trations of the extent to 
which Pete Schabarum will 
go to maintain the automo¬ 
bile (a.nd petroleum-driven 
buses) as the primary meatis 
of transportation in the San 
Gabriel Valley.

“One can easily conclude 
that the oil industry will not 
require a registered lobby¬ 
ist to work in County gov¬ 
ernment as long as Pete 
Schabarum remains on the 
County Board.”

Q. _ Would you please 
explain what buying stock 
on margin means? 

A. — Buying stock on mar¬ 
gin means buying stock and 
using the stock you are buy¬ 
ing on other stock to secure 
a loan for paying for part 
of the stock. The per cent of 
the value of the stock that 
you can secure a loan for, if 
it’s a listed stock, is set by

government. At the present 
time that figure is 50 per 
cent The margin percentage 
allowed on stocks is used by 
the government as one of 
its tools to control specula¬ 
tion and credit. If the 
amount that you have to use 
of your own money is in¬ 
creased then margin buying 
tends to be decreased. When 
more stock is required to 
borrow a given amount, then 
the ability of a shareholder 
to borrow is reduced and less 
credit will be extended with 
stock as security. 

When the margin require¬ 
ment is 50 per cent, you can 
buy $5,000 worth of stock, 
by pledging the stock you 
purchase and paying $2,500 
in cash. As a matter of 
policy a broker may require 
you to use a little more of 
vour own money to improve 
the margin. If the price of 
the stock you buy should 
drop so its valrae is below 
$5,000 say to $4,500, your 
broker may require you to 
put up another $250 of your 
money since 50 per cent of 
the stock’s value would then 
be only $2,250. This is what 
happens when you hear that 
a "margin call’’ has been 
made. 

Margin buying has been 
increasing since the first of 
this year, the New York 
Stock Exchange recently re¬ 
ported. 

Q. — I think it would be 
a good idea if you devoted 
one of your questions to ex¬ 
plaining some of the prob¬ 
lems we brokers have with 
our customers. You use ques¬ 
tions where people make re¬ 
marks about brokers and I 
think it’s time we get to say 
a few words. 

First I want to say that 
as a broker my favorite 
customers are the one who 
do a lot of research of their 
own and make an effort to 
understand the stocks they 
are interested in. I find I can 
give that kind of customer 
more help and he under¬ 
stands the Doints 1 give him 
readily. But lot’s face it, we 
get a lot of CTUstomers who 
want us to make all of their 
decisions for them. They 
want us to look up informa¬ 
tion and then we don’t see 
any evidence they use it. 
They will ask questions on 
the telephone for twenty 
minutes and then not place 
an order. If something I 
suggested turned out well 
they never seem to remem¬ 
ber it. If it turned out bad¬ 
ly, they will remind me of it 
for years. 


I’ve had people call and 
ask for a dozen research re¬ 
ports and then I’ve never 
heard from them again. I’ve 
had easterners who call 
everyday and ask for the 
prices on every stock they 
own, when all of those prices 
are right in the daily paper. 

I’ve had customers who 
never will recognize that 
stocks they buy have to be 
paid for in five business 
days. I call them repeatedly 
to pay and they will promise, 
but still not meet the dead¬ 
line. 

I like a customer who 
knows what his objective is, 
but frankly so many cus¬ 
tomers don’t seem to have 
any. One customer said he 
wanted safety and would 
only buy bonds and not 
stocks. Yet the bond he want¬ 
ed me to buy for him was 
from a company that had 
lost tremendous amounts of 
money for two years. 

Just tell your readers that 
if they want to get good 
service from their tak»r 
they should only ask him to 
gather up a lot of informa¬ 
tion for them when they 
really intend to use it, they 
shouldn’t ask him to look up 
up a lot of stock prices 
when they can find them 
themselves in readily avail¬ 
able places, they should pay 
for their purchases on time 
and they should give us a 
word of kindness once in a- 
while.

Speaking 

Your Decision! 

'llhe Southern Califronia .Rapid Transit EWstrict Board 
of Directors has authorized the placing on the June ballot 
of two one-'h.alf cent sales tax measures to support build¬ 
ing the "Sunset Coast Line.” 

The Sunset proposal, as advanced by Los Angeles 
County Supervisor and RTD Director Baxter Ward, calls 
for building a 232 mile rail system serving virtually all 
parts of the district. 

If passed by a simple majority of the voters in June, 
the extra penny in sates tax would be used to build the 
system over a 30 year period on a pay-as-you-go basis. 
The funds generated by the sales tax would be sufficient 
to complete the system; however, federal funds, a.s avail¬ 
able, will be .sought to as.sist with the project. 

“The Board of Directors feels the people .should have 
the chance to vote on the proposal,” said Thomas G. 
Nousom, RTD vice president. The plan has been examined 
by ccnsultants retainoef by the District, and based on 
their reports to us, we feel we are placin.g before the 
public two re.sponsibls rapid transit mea.sures.” 

The tw’o propositions are scheduled to be lettered 
“R” and ‘T” on the June ballot. If succe.ssful, the .sales 
tax in the transit district (generally, those areas of Los 
Angeles County .south of the San Gabriel Mountains, with 
the exception of island areas), would increase by one 
cent. Both half cent measures would have to pa.ss for 
any sale's tax proceeds to be collected. 

Supervisor Ward thanked the board of directors for 
supjxjrting him in bringing the measures before the public, 
saying that the public .should make the ultimate decision. 

"The main line of the system will directly .ser\e 44 
cities in the county,” Ward .said. “Within 12 to 14 years, 
lines will be operating to West Covina, Encino, Pasadena, 
Paramount, Long Beach, Santa Monica, and Los Angeies 
Internatioinal Airport, plus a connecting line from Re- 
doncio Beach to Van Nuys — and that ig less than half 
the ultimate system.” 

Ward added that, when completed, “Los Angeles 
County will be laced with the finest and fastest service 
in t.he world.” 

Tlie District will bo provicHng information to the pub- 
iic on the details of the proiKJsed system “j-iust as .soon as 
we possibly can,” according to Jac’k R. Gil.straj), RTD 
genc'ral manager. 

“VV'ith just two montiis to accxnnplisii this informa 
tional task, we have a lot to do,” Gilstrap said. “But .now 
that the board has authorized the placing of the issues 
on the baliot and the expenditure of funds for informa¬ 
tional puri)o.se.s, we can proceed with the large job of 
informing tlie pubiic about tlie elements of tlie plan.” 

Supervisor Ward noted that placement of tiie twcj 
one-half cent measures on the June ballot is in keeping 
with the pledge he made on becoming chairman of the 
Board of Sui)ervisors. 

“I .said then that transit would be my number one 
priority,” Ward c.immented. “Whth the sales tax measure's 
on tlie June liallot, the continuing work on tlie starter 
line, the arrival of commuter rail equipment, and the con 
tinning expan.sion of the bus .s\-.stem, it can truly be said 
that this county and this transit district are maidng a 
reality of tliat pledge.” 

Colossal Mess!

Super\isor Pete Schabarum warned the public to be 
verj- careful in evaluating Baxter Ward’s Sun.set Coast 
Line pro[)o.sal citing the autlicr’s lack of background in 
rail transit planning. 

“Ba.xter Ward is tryin.g to convinct' the public he is 
an ex|>ert in rail transit yet (he only background he 
brings with him is his di-sastroug c)mmuter train exiieri- 
ment," Schabarum said. 

tin a motion by Supervisor Ward, the Board of Super¬ 
visors agreed to purchase eight used rail cars for a com¬ 
muter experiment in early 1975. 

Sc-habarum said the list of problems the commuter 
train has run into are too inumerous to count. “But th.cy 
all lead back to the lack of planning before ho went 
ahead and bought the rail cars without proper research 
and that fault licg with its inventor, Baxter Ward,” he 
saici. 

"Baxter had tlie County commit $230.(X)0 to purcliase 
these eight rail cars w'ith no idea of the cost to refurbisli 
them, nearly S2 million, w-here they would run or stop, 
and what the su’osidy would be. This lack of planning 
has snowballed the cost estimates to $3 million just to 
start .seiwic-e,” Schabarum said. 

Sciiabarum said this lack of planning has allowed 
the County to spend this money that will not benefit 
one County resident. The commuter train will run from 
San Diego to Los Angeles with itg last station being Fuller¬ 
ton in Orange County. “This means anyone trav'eling io 
work i.n Los Angeles that wants to use' the train must 
live in Orange County becau.se Los Angeles County has 
no stations and they are not even paying the bill.” Scha¬ 
barum .said. 

“Baxter, in propc.siiiig this route, overlooked the fact 
that there are otlier rapid transit facilities in Fullerton 
the p-ublic will use before tlie train if for no other reason 
tlian c-ast,” Schabarum said. 

Tlie cost to ride the train from Fullerton will be $5 
roun.;i trip while an individual c'-iuld use the Fullerton 
park-and-ricie bus .service to downtown at a cost of $1..50, 
act irding to tlie Supervisor. 

“Tlie.se are just a few of the problems we have run 
into iMxau.se of Baxter’s idea. I liave not mentioned the 
fa.'t that Southern Pacific will not allow lus to use tlieir 
lines or that Santa Fe has also refused to permit the 
CcMnty tiain the use of their tracks. He cannot even 
move the cars from Union Station to a storage yard be¬ 
cause they must travel over Southern Pacific tracks,” 
Schabarum said. 

“In short, this is a colossal mess that Baxter has got¬ 
ten us into and I would like to ask the citizens if they 
want this man to run their railroad,” .he said. 

(EDITOR’S NOTE — We publish the above with a 
“tongue-in-cheek” attitude. Since Schabarum has bt'en 
having his picture spread aound with a candidate vying 
fer Baxter’s position, we woncter about his motivation. 
Secondly, if our memory serves us correctly, Sdhabai'um 
v-ted for this quarter-million project, and therefoie must 
share .some of the blame for the “railroad job” as he 
also has an obligation to protect taxpayers’ money before 
it is spent and no “Monday morning quarterbacking” after 
the fact. Also there is an obvious half truth somewhere 
along the line as he said “no county resident will benefit 
as the line runs from San Diego to Los Angeles.” Ob¬ 
viously it also runs from Los Angeies to San Diego.)

With all the changes that 
have come about for women 
lately, do you notice any 
change in the number of 
women going into business 
for themselves?

Dear N. D., 

Ye.5 indeed, the number of 
women who are starting 
their o.wn businesses is in¬ 
creasing year by year, es¬ 
pecially here in Calfiornia. 

The U.S. Small Business 
Administration, which makes 
loans for starting businesses, 
reports an increase in just 
the past year. 

The SBA reports that half 
the attendees at its work¬ 
shops on going into business 
arc women, up from 15 per 
cent a year ago. 

Even though the increase 
is undeniable, the total per¬ 
centage of businesses owned 
by women remains small, 
only a little over four per 
cent. The outlook is good, 
however. Conferences which 
give women informa t i o n 
they need to start businesses 
are being held all over the 
country, with one scheduled 
for Los An.geles in the mid¬ 
dle of May. 

The State ef California is 
making a real effort to iden¬ 
tify women - owned busi - 
nesses, so that they may 
compete for a fair share of 
the business of the state. 

We have also seen reports 
which indicate that women 
who are not sole owners of 
liusinesses, hut are in some 
frrm of partnership, are 
playing much more active 
roles in management deci¬ 
sions.

Uiev covered such areas as 
overtime work, overtime 
pay, rest breaks, working 
conditions, weight lifting, 
etc. The impression was that 
these protections were hu¬ 
manitarian. and women were 
better off for having them. 

However, some years age 
women workers themselv.is 
began taking a long, hard 
look at their “protections.’' 
They discovered that in ali 
t'K) many cases, what they 
\vr>re most protected from 
were advancements into bet¬ 
ter-paying jobs. 

The regulatory red tape 
functioned as a marvelous 
“excuse” fer not putting wo¬ 
men into situations where

cerned would have to make 
special efforts to prove 
compliance. 

Women workers t h e m - 
selves helped to move a bill 
through the California Leg¬ 
islature which gives the 
California Industrial Wel¬ 
fare Commission the auth¬ 
ority to regulate wages and 
working conditions for men, 
in addition to women and 
minors. Implementation of 
the new law was delayed 
through a variety of tac¬ 
tics; however, new regu!.".- 
tions are expected soon. 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
last month ruled that any 
protective labor provisions 
must apply to both sexes 
equally. Even though this is 
.still a hotly-argued question, 
the weight seems to he with 
those who say that “protec¬ 
tions” actually denied wo¬ 
men jobs and made it more 
difficult for them to earn a 
living.
